Washington, D. C., March 18.—[Specigl.]— 
Early in the fall there will be a meeting, of 
the high joint commission for the purpose 
of making another effort to settle the whole 
string of things in dispute between this 
country and Canada. 

When the treaty was ratified referring the 
Alaska boundary dispute to a separate tri- 
bunal it was thought that the high joint 
commission could be reconvened at once be- 
cause the Alaska dispute was the only one 
which the high joint commission members 
were unable to approach in anything like 
& spirit of compromise. 

The present special session of the senate 
has kept many men here in Washington. The 
Canadian parliament has begun its session, 
and it may be at work for several months 


+ before being prorogued. On this account it 


will be impossible to have a meeting of the 
high joint commission much before autumn. 

There has been an exchange of letters be- 
tween Sir Wilfrid Laurier, the chairman of 
the Canadian commission, and Senator Fair- 
banks of Indiana, who is at the head of the 
American section. The negotiations have 


not yet reached the point where it has been 


deemed wise to fix a date for the reconven- 
ing of the commission, but the chances are 
that. the meeting will be held next October. 

In the meanwhile Gen. John W. Foster, 
who is a member of the high joint commis- 
sion, has been appointed to represent the 
United States before the tribunal appointed 
to determine the Alaska boundary dispute. 
It may not be necessary for Gen. Foster to 
attend the meeting of the tribunal in Lon- 
don. He is now at work getting up evidence 
and preparing a brief in behalf of the United 
States. 

It is probable that all the evidence and 
arguments will be submitted in writing, in 


which case Genester-wilt-not have to go 


abroad and will be ready to take his seat 
again as a member of the high joint com- 


mission.

There are so isany minor matters in dis- 
pute between the United States and Canada 
that it is not always easy to give an exact 
list of the subjects which may come before 
the commission for settlement. The Alaska 
boundary is not the only one in dispute, be- 
cause the commission will be expected to go 
into the question of the dividing line along the 
Passamaquoddy river. 

This is largely a geographical question, 
however, and it is believed that it can be 
settled by mutual agreement without much 
difficulty. 

There may be something of a coftention in 
regard to the question of building warships 


on the lakes. There is a good deal of senti- 


ment in both countries against any attempt 
to create an armed marine on the great 
lakes, because as a matter of course such 
ships of war can be intended for no other 
purpose than to carry on hostilities between 
the two great Anglo-Saxon territories of 
North America. 

The Canadians in previous days were bit- 
terly opposed to the creation of lake navies. 
This was during the days when the United 
States had only a skeleton army, and they 
felt that Canada, with its contingent of 
regular troops and easily organized militia, 
could hold its own until the arrival of rein- 
forcements from Great Britain, provided the 
United States was prevented from utilizing 
an armed force on the lakes and thus taking 
possession of Canadian ports as a convenient 
base of operations. 

Now that the United States maintains an 
active and well equipped army and has de- 
veloped into a distinet naval power the 
Canadians are Inclined to believe, some of 
them say, that the privilege to build ships 
of war on the lakes would tend to put them 
on an equality with the United States, in 
spite of the great disparity in population and 
resources. 

In addition to this condition of affairs the 
shipbuilders on both sides of the line are 
strenuously advocating the repeal of the 
Rush-Bagot treaty, so as to allow the United 
States and Caneda to build ships of war and 
maintain them on the lakes without any re- 
strictions wHatsoever. 

The navy department here in Washington 
is anxious for something of this kind, be- 
cause now considerably more than half of 
the men recruited in the United States navy 
come from the section immediately tributary 
to the great lakes. 

The navy needs now sailors who are ac- 
quainted with steamboats, who understand 
the use of electricity, and who are sea me- 
chanics rather than sailors. It is believed 
that the maintenance of a few well equipped 
ships of war on the lakes would keep up 
the martial spirit and result in securing for 


the navy a constant supply of desirable re- |

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MURDER FOR PAY CHARGED 


KILLING AT BARGAIN RATES AL- 
| LEGED IN 
Detectives Claim to Have Found a Bu- 

reau Which Will Remove Persons 

Without Causing Suspicion of the 
| Authorities and in a Manner Where- 
‘by a Physician’s Death Certificate. 
. Can Be Secured—Man and Woman 
Held—Witness Tells Method. 


Philadelphia; Pa., March 13.—[Special.}]— 
Through their search for a connecting link 
in the Williams case, where a father and 
mother are accused of poisoning their two 
children, the detectives, working under the 
direction of the district attorney, have un- 
earthed what they believe is the evidence of 
a murder mill, where arrangements for dis- 
posing of an undesirable relative or friend 
could be made for a purely nominal sum. 

Some startling facts were brought out to- 
day before Magistrate Kochersperger, as a 
result of which Mrs. Catharine Danz was 
held without bail to await the action of the 
coroner, who will now probe into the death 
of her husband, which took place a year and 
a half ago, while George Hossey, a colored 
“herb doctor” of 3354 Collins street, was 
committed, charged with being an accessory. 

It is the theory of the commonwealth that 
Hossey was the proprietor of the murder 
mill, that Mrs. Danz was one of his patrons, 
and that her husband died as the result of 
arsenical poisoning. 


Insurance Believed a Motive. 


As a motive for the alleged murder of Danz 
it was developed that he carried $3,000 insur- 
ance on hiés life and was a hard drinking man 
whose actions were such as to make his 
death anything but a regret to his wife. 

The defense believes that the prosecution 
was inspired by the life insurance company. 
On the other hand, it is asserted by the au- 
thorities that the Danz case was onjy an 
accidental discovery after the detectives 
had started to run down a tip as to the 
‘murder mill.” 

It is believed that other mysterious deaths 
are under investigation and that efforts will 
be made to show that “ Hossey’s herbshop” 
played an active part in reducing the popu- 
lation of the section of the city where he 
carried on hjs operations. 

Danz’s body was exhumed on Thursday. A 
search for poison, chiefly arsenic, is in prog- 
ress. Hossey’s arrest was made a week ago 
and a wagon load of drugs was taken from 
his house. The drugs include arsenic and a 
poison of which arsenic is an important in- 
gredient. | 

Hossey is a shrewd looking, elderly col- 
ored man whose kinky locks are tinged 
with gray. | 

Detective Tells of Proposal. 

Detective Gavin, who has offices at 711 
Walnut street, was the first witness at to- 
day's hearing. He testified to a visit to 
Hossey to be treated for illness. The de- 
tective said he told the herb doctor that he 
intended to gét a divorce from his wife. 
Hossey advised him against this, according 
to the witness, saying, “I can fix her for 


you. ” 
we returned to Hossey’s house on March 
1” some talk Hos- 


sey told me hé would remove the woman by 
small doses. ‘I will give you a powder,’ he 
said. * You give her a dose or two and then 
she will get sick. The doctor will be called 
in and he will guess at her disease and give 
her some medi¢ine. Then let up on the doses 
and she will get well. The doctor will think 
that he guessed the right disease and his 
medicine cured her. 

“* After a while you can give her another 
dose. The doctor will come agam, see the 
same symptoms, and give the same medi- 
cines. Let her get well again. Keep this 
up a time or two, and when you finally give 
her the dose to remove her the doctor will 
think he understands the case and give a 
death certificate, and you will have no trou- 


ble. 
| Price for Murder Set at $100. 
“We got to talking of price, and Hossey 
told me,” the witness continued, “ that he 
had arranged with a woman to get rid of her 
husband, and he was to get $100 for the job. 
After the contract had been carried out the 
woman had only given him $51.”’ 
Gavin said he returned the next day and 
arranged to get rid of “‘the woman.”’ Gavin's 
cross examination did not shake his story. 
Evidence by Ctiy Detective McKenty tended 
to show that Mrs. Danz had secured powders 
from the herb dector to cure her husband of 
drunkenness. 
Dr. Media testified that the powder received 
from Hossey by Detective Gavin was rich in 


white arsenic. 


GIRL DIES OF BULLET WOUND, 
SAYING “HE IS INNOCENT.” 


Emma Schaffenberger Loses Her Life as 
‘Result of Shooting by Frank Kopke 
at Mesquerade Ball, 


With the words, ‘ He didn’t mean to shoot 
me,’’ on her lips, Emma Schaffenberger, who 
was shot by Frank Kopke at a masquerade 
ball in Schoenhofen’s hall, Feb. 28, died at 
St. Mary of Nazareth’s hospital yesterday 
afternoon. The shooting occurred in the 


midst of a waltz. Kopke was attired as an 


armed Mexican and the girl as a Spanish 
dancer. 

At the deathbed were the girl's father, 
Gustav Schaffenbergeéer; her uncle, Edward 
Schaffenberger, who.had reared her from 
childhood; and Capt. Barcal of the West 
Chicago police station. Shortly before her 
death the police captain told her she could 
not live and requested her to make a last 


‘statement in regard to the shooting. With 
difficulty, but calmly, she repeated the story 


that she had previously told the police. When 
she was done she turned her head slightly 
and addressing all present said: 
‘“*IT am sure Frank did not intend to shoot 
me; it was an accident; he ts innocent.” 
These were her last words.

GIANTS BATTLE 
OVER A RAILWAY 


Keene Pool in Southern Pacific 
Stock Gets a Temporary 
Writ of Injunction in 
| Federal Court. 


OPPOSED TO HARRIMAN. 


Complainant Holds That Present 
Control of Road Works to 
Disadvantage of Minor- 
ity Stockholders, 


Cincinnati, O., March 13.—[Special.J]—The 
pool in Southern Pacific stock, headed by 
James R. Keene of New York, which is seek- 
ing to defeat the Harriman combination and 
secure a dividend on the stock of the com- 
pany, gained a substantial advantage today 
when they secured a temporary injunction 
from Judge Lurton in the United States Cir- 
cult court, which effectually ties up all action 
by the Harriman people for the time being. 

The hearing of the case will be in Nash- 
ville, Tenn., April 1, in order that the court 
may render its decision in time for the an- 
nual meeting, which is to be held on April 8. 
The representatives of the Keene party say, 
in case Judge Lurton refuses the injunction 
at the final hearing, they will take their plea 
before Attorney General Knox on the ground 
that the Southern Pacific-Union Pacific mer- 
ger is in direct violation of the statutes. — 


Pool Has $30,000,000 in Stock. 


The proceedings in court today are the out- 
come of a financial strug¥le which has been 
engaging the attention of Wall street inter- 
ests for several weeks. With the belief that 
the Southern Pacific would declare a dividend 
at the annual meeting, a number of capital- 
ists bought about $30,000,000 worth of the 
stock. Keene was the principal purchaser. 

Then they were given to understand that 
the Harriman interests, which control the 
company through the 875,000,000 worth of 
stock held by the Union Pacific, had decided 
that the dividend would be passed. A pool 
was formed among the outsiders with the 
idea of bringing sufficient strength into the 
stockholders’ meeting to get a representation 
on the directorate, which would render the 
dividend possible. 


Filed by Keene’s Son-in-Law. 

The bill was filed by Talbot J. Taylor of 
Talbot J. Taylor & Co. of Wall street, and 
he is a son-in-law of Keene. It declares that 
the Union Pacific company, since the merger 
in 1901, has dominated the Southern Pacific 
board of directors and planned all actions 
with the idea of bettering the former line 
and running down the latter. The Central 
Pacific, which is under lease to the Southern 


Pacific, furnishes the Ur&on Pacifie with its 


outlet to the Pacific coast, and it is declared 
that the earnings of the Southern Pacific 
have been unjustly used for the purpose of 
bettering the condition of the Central Pa- 
cifie and thereby aiding the business of the 
Union Pacific. 

Charge a “ Freeze Out.” | 

It is alleged that it is the ultimate purpose 
of Harriman and his associates to run the 
Southern Pacific in such a manner that it 
will be greatly diminished in value and the 
minority. stockholders eventually “ frozen 
out,” to their great loss. 

The suit was filed here for the reason that 
the Southern Pacific is a Kentucky corpora- 
tion, with headquarters nominally at Beech- 
mont, a suburb of Louisville. The bill of 
complaint was filed in Louisville yesterday, 
but, as there was no United States circuit 
judge there, the attorneys came here, where 
Judge Lurton heard them in chambers. 


Injunction Is Broad. 

In issuing the restraining order the court 
expressed no opinion regarding the merits 
of the suit further than to say that it 
seemed that the complainants were entitled 
to have the status preserved until the case 
can be argued. The defendants are ordered 
to show cause on April 1 why an injunction 
pendente lite shall not be issued, and in the 
meantime they are forbidden from trans- 
ferring the lease of the Central Pacific or 
any other of the rights and property of 
that road; from~ disposing of in any way 
the Central Pacific stock held in the South- 
ern Pacific ‘treasury; the Southern Pacific 
directors and officers are restrained from 
permitting the Union Pacific to vote any 
of the capital stock of the Southern Pacific 
or in any, way participate as a stockholder 
in any meeting of the Southern Pacific or 
in any election of directors or making gny 
change in the bylaws of the company in re- 
gard to the annual election. 


Foraker Leads Attack.

When this statement was shown to arepre- 
sentative of the Union Pacific railroad he 
said the remarks were not truthful, but that, 
in poker terms, they stdod pat and were sure 
of winning. 

The Union Pacific representatives said 
that a decrease of 2 per cent in the gross 
earnings during January was accounted for 
by the falling off in cotton tonnage from 
Galveston and a decrease in the volume of 
grain moving by the Southern Pacific lines 
toward the Pacific.

HAD 00,000 IN ART. 


J. P. MORGAN ANXIOUS TO BRING : 
TREASURES FROM EUROPE. 


New York Financier’s Collection of 
‘ Paintings, Bronmses, Ceramics, An- 
tiques, and Statuary Kept in Lon- 
don Because the United States 
Stands Ready to Collect $3,000,000 
in Deties if He Transfers Them to 


This Country. 


New York, March 13.—[{Special. ]}—“ J. Pier- 
pont Morgan has art treasures in Europe 
valued at fully $7,000,000, which he desires 
to bring to the United States.” 

This statement was made this evening by 
Henry J. Duveen, the art dealer, who is 
familiar with the financter’s chases 
abroad. Mr. Duveen said he was not sur- 
prised at the statement telegraphed from 
Washington that the duty on the paintings, 
art objects, and statuary would amount to 
$3,000,000 if brought to this country. 

“I am quite familiar with Morgan’s pur- 
chases abroad,’” Duveen said, “‘ and while I 


has in storage there I may say it is enough 
to fill an ordinary museum.” 

In this connection it is recalled that Mr. 
Morgan, a few weeks ago, made oath before 
the board of assessors that his, personal 
property is not worth more than $400,000.

It is impossible, of course, to give a com- 
plete catalogue of Mr. Morgan's art treas- 
ures purchased and held in Europe. The fol- 
lowing is a list of a few of his treasures and 
the prices he has paid for them:

It is outrageous that this country should lay 
a tax of this kind on works of art brought in 
by private collectors, when the large part of 
them find their way ultimately into museums 
and galleries, where they remain for the per- 
manent education of the people. The present 
tariff, of course, makes no distinction be- 
tween art collections brought tn by individu- 
als and those which dealers may import for 
sale.. The entire proceeding seems to me to 
be altogether inconsistent with the principles 
of a democratic people.” 

Morgan Declares Law Unjust.

New York, March 13.—[Special.]—The Rev. 
Dr. George E. Lorimer predicted a “lily 
white’ party in the north tonight In an ad- 
dress before the Patria club at the Savoy 
hotel. ‘“* Liberty in America’ was the sub- 
. ject of the address, most of which was de- 
voted to the race problem. Hesaidin part: 

“*T apprehend that the black man today is 
on the verge of serious complications. I re- 
member reading a short while ago that a 
certain political party intended to get con- 
trol of the entire negro vote. I thought to 
myself that it might be good politics, but 
not good sense. 

“Once you get the negro convinced that he 
has the balance of power he will have the 
balance of power, not only in elections but in 
the political party to which heits allied. Then 
you will have in the north as well as in the 
south a lily white party. 

“If such a thing should come to pass the 
people of the north will become disgusted 
and vote the democratic ticket rather than 
tolerate it. The negro vote should not be 
massed in one party, and if it is we may look 
forward to what we all are anxious to avert— 
a race antagonism throughout the land that 
will rend this country and cause untold suf- 
fering to the negroes of the country.”

OTHER TRUE BILLS HOLD. 


Qne Affecting ‘Indiana Trade 


Makes Charges That Only 
Federal Laws Govern. 


Holding that thé contract under which the 


‘defendants operated was within the jurisdic- |. 


tion of the federal courts solely, Judge A. H. 
Chetlain instructed the jury to acquit Wal- 
ter 5. Bogle, the Crescent Coal and Mining 
gompany, and the Indiana operators and coal 
mining’ corporations from an indictment 
charging the violation of the IHinois conspir- 
acy and anti-trust laws. The decision was 
given shortly after the opening of court yes- 
terday morning. 

The decision does not affect either of the 
other indictments returned by the special. 
grand jury against coal operators and re- 
tailers. In one of these a number of corpora- 
tions, members of the Northern Illinois Soft 
Coal association, are charged with violating 
the lilinois anti-trust law, and in the other, 
the officers and directors of the Retail Deal- 
ers’ Association of Illinois and Wisconsin are 
charged with conspiracy in restraint of trade. 
These are now before Judge O. H. Horton, a 
part! hearing having been had in each. 


Contract in Restraint of Trade. 


The decision of Judge Chetlain ran only to 
the question of jurisdiction, and in its text 
appears to have found that the contract be- 
tween the defendants was in restraint of 
trade. The opinion says: 

“ From an examination of the contract it is 
apparent that its main object is to fix and es- 
tablish the prices in Chicago at which the 
joint output of the coal mines of ail of the 
defendants should be sold, the coal to be 
shipped to the defendant, the Crescent Coal 
and Mining company, in Chicago, for sale in 
the state of Illinois. It further appears from 
the evidence that the defendants carried on 
business in accordance with said contract, 
and, as therein provided, from time to time 
that their representatives fixed the prices at 
Which coal was to be sold in Chicago.” 

_ In determining, however, that, though this 


contract did operate to fix prices, it was not’ 


amenable to the laws of Illinois, the court 
reasoned as follows: 

“It appears that all the coal shipped to 
Chicago by the defendants under the agree- 
ment was sold in carlots and was not un- 
goaded or stored awaiting future sale. It ap- 
pears from the contract that the parties to 
it contemplated the mining of coal in the 


' state of Indiana and shipping it into Chicago 


and selling such coal in the state of Illinois. 
Under all the facts and circumstances em- 
braced it is apparent that the commodity 
dealt in and the transactions became inter- 
state commerce. 


Indictment Based on Two Laws. 


“The indictment is. based on section 46 of 
the criminal code (which relates to con- 
spiracy) and on sections 1 and 2 of the IIli- 
nois anti-trust law of 1891. As to the char- 
acter of the contract entered. into.by the

GETS STEADY WORK; KILLED. 


Man Seeking to Support Widowed Sister 
and Her Children Dies When Bad Luck 


New York, March 13.—[Special.]—The sole 
support of his widowed sister and her three 
small children, William J. Jordan, a motor- 
man on the Union trolley Hne, in the Bronx, 
was killed instantly by an electrical fame 
caused by the breaking of the overhead trol- 
ley. -The wire burned his body horribly. 
He was thrown over the dashboard and run 
over by his own car besides. 

Jordan's death was the climax of a series 
of misfortunes. Mrs. Mary Farrell, Jordan’s 
sister, who became a widow a year ago, is a 
frail and invalid woman unable to care for 
her three children.

He thus was employed and was unable to 
draw a cent to contribute to the support of 
the Farrell family, but finally, two days 
ago, he was assigned to a regular position 
as motorman. On that day Jordan broke 
two fingers of his right hand while manipu- 
lating the lever. He stuck to his place, how- 
ever, and as a result was killed early this 
morning. |

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TEAMSTERS ARE ORDERED 
TO STOP THEIR RIOTING. 


Federal Judge at Kansas City Issues an 
Injunction on Plea Thet Interstate 
Commerce Law Is Being Violated. 


City, Mo., March 13.—[{Special.]— 
Judge John hi Phillips in the United States 
District court this afternoon issued a sweep-. 
ing injunction restraining all members of the 
local Team Drivers’ Internationa! union from 
interfering with the business of eleven trans- 
fer companies in this city whose men are 
on a strike. 

The order of court was issued on the petition 
of the eleven companies, alleging that the 
strikers and their sympathizers were inter- 
fering with wagons on the way to the depots 
and shipp yards in violation of the inter- 
state commerce laws. The plaintiff argued 
that goods are in transit, in the meaning 
of the law, from the moment they are loaded 
into a wagon, when a receipt is given by the 
transfer company, and this contention was 
upheld by the court. 

The injunction, which is a temporary one, 
is made returnable March 20. Notices ofthat 
injunction, which was issued upon the peti- 
tion of the Kansas City Transfer company, 
were served upon thirty-eight labor leaders 
and strikers, but had little effect. But few 
men were employed to take the strikers’ 
places, and -the men who did go to work 
accomplished but Httle. 

In the bottoms ten strikers were arrested 
for stoning a driver and blockading the 
thoroughfare, and it became necessary for 


the police to disperse the crowd.

THIS WEEK AS LAST. 


‘Most of the Amounts Are Small, but the 
Total Reaches $225,167, Searly One. 
Third of the Sum Required—Aap. 
plause Greets Announcement Made 

at Afternoon Concert by Frank 0. 
Lowden, Trustee of the Association. 
—Largest Single Donation ‘$5,000. 


Nearly a quarter of a million of dollars 
has been subscribed for the proposed home 
of the Chicago orchestra, and as a con- 
pequence the weekly statement ‘of “the 
trustees of the orchestral association issued 
yesterday contained happy prophecies. Five 
times as many individual subscriptions were 
received during the week as during the pre- 
vious seven days, and the trustees hope for 
greater increases next week.. A total of 
$225,167, or nearly one-third the amount 
‘asked, has been subscribed, and to this 
amount 677 persons contributed individually 
or through clubs of which they are members. 

The subscriptions have been in small 
amounts, as a rule, one contribution being 
a dime sent in a letter from Peoria, accom- 
panied by a note of encouragement. The 
largest reported subscription.of the week 
was from a man who offered to give $1,000 
for each of his five children. Those who 
are expected by the trustees of the assd-

month.

‘Young Women Carry the New

The University of Chicago Glee club con- 
cert in Music hall last evening was a segre- 
gated event. An altercation between the 
men’s and the women's glee clubs arising 
from a difference of interpretation of the 
conditions imposed by the new dispensation 
of segregation resulted in the campus girls 
declaring a ‘boycott on the concert. 

This is the way the misunderstanding was | 
epitomized between acts last night: 

The segs accuse the male glee club of disavowing 
the spirit of coeducation by refusing to allow the 
giris to take part in the concert. 

The glee club men reply that girls segregated 
from the men in their classes should not be ex- 
posed to thé contamination of associating with 
males on the public stage. They further charge 
that this refusal was not the cause of the boycott, 
but that the girls, on failing to receive invitations 
from the men, made it their excuse for their ab- 


Attendance Also Segregated. 

As a consequence of the clash there were 
a scant 200 persons at the concert.

TALK OF OPENING STREETS 


THROUGH NEW YORK GROUNDS. 


Residents of Washington Heights Con- 
cerned Over Invasion of Their Dis- 
tri¢t by Baseball Crowds—Ameri- 
can ‘Leaguers Profess No Fear of 


Life of Their Lease—Much Work 
Required to Put Plant in Shape. 


New York, March 13.—[Special.]—An- 
nouncement of the location of the American 
league baseball grounds has caused. con- 
sternation among residents of 
Heights. 

There is already a movement to oaciiiin the 
opening of One Hundred and Sixty-sixth and 
One Hundred and Sixty-seventh streets, from 
Broadway to Fort Washington avenue, so as 
to cut the property into sections too small 
for baseball purposes. Should the crowds 
prove a nuisance such a movement would un- 
doubtedly prove succesaful, as it did in the 
case of the old polo grounds at One Hundred 
and Tenth street and Fifth avenue. 

Ban Johnson said tonight: “‘ This talk of 
opening streets is not worrying us. We have 
everything so arranged that if streets should 
be opened there it will be to our advantage in 
that we will secure sufficient indemnity to 
enable us to purchase one of the other 
grounds we had in view.” 

President Gordon of the New York club 
said: “ It is foolish talk. No street will be 
cut through that property for at least ten 

oe 

Much Money to Be Spent. 

_It will. require the expenditure of a large 
amount of money to put the new grounds 
in shape by April 80, but Former Police In- 
spector Thomas F. McAvoy, who isthe Tam- 
many district leader for that locality, and 
who has the contract for building the plant, 
said everything would be ready in time for 
the opening of the season. 

Joseph Gordon, ‘president of the new club, 
was on the ground early today conferring 
with McAvoy. Halfa hundred open mouthed 
baseball cranks were there, too, figuring out 
how the place would look when the work 
was finished. It can truthfully be said there 
is not a level spot ten feet square on the 
whole property. - 

From Broadway, looking west, the ground 
starts in a dow swamp filled with water. It 
rises into a ridge of rocks perhaps twelve 
or fifteen feet above the level of Broadway. 
From the top of the ridge the land slopes 
off gradually toward the Fort Washington 
road. As the property is today it will be 
necessary to blast all along the ridge, cut- 
ting off a slice of eight feet or more. This 
rock can be used to fill in the low part of 
the ground. There are about 100 trees to be 
pulled up by the roots. Contractor McAvoy 
will probably begin operations on Monday. 


Broad Scope of Plans. 

President Gordon said the grandstand 
would be butlt on the southwest corner of the 
grounds and the playing field would be 
shaped in a northeasterly direction. The 
field will slope a trifie toward the outfield, as 
a temporary arrangement to carry off the 
wat Mr. Gordon also said there would be 
plenty of room for ball playing and specta- 
tors by April 30, after which the work of 
completing the big arena would be continued. 

The field when finished will be one of the | 
largest of the kind in America. There will be 
room for a half mile cinder track for athletic 
contests or cycling. In the middle there will 
be a football gridiron, around which stands 
can be built to seat 35,000 spectators. 

Every surface road running north on Man- 
hattan island can reach the grounds either 
directly or by means of transfers.

ROMPTED by the problems arising 
trom the acquisition of the fnsular 
‘ possessions of the United States, some 


national constitution by which congress is 
given power “to dispose of and make all 
needful rules and regulations respecting the 
territory or other property belonging to the 
United States." His investigations have 
corroborated his belief that this clause con- 
tains a statement of the principles of admin- 
istration of dependencies in a federal em- 
pire.. His new volume, *‘ The Administra- 
tion ,of Dependencies”’ (G. P. .Putnam's 
Sons), is subtitled “ A Study of the Evolution 
of the Federal Empire, with Special Refer- 
ence to American Colonia! Problems.” 

In a luminous introduction he treats of 
government as an expression of popular will 
or as ascience. These in turn he regards as 
respectivelY popular and expert govern- 
ment. The federal government he considers 
a combination of the popular and expert 
branches—each exercising some supervision 
over the other. He demonstrates that. a 
state, having a body and personality com- 
posed of specific lands and individuals in- 
habiting them, may yet “exercise power 
over lands and populations which are not 
and cannot in the nature of things be a 
@ part of the body and personality of the 
etate,”’ and that it may be in a permanent 
relationship to these lands and populations 
of such a kind that it must exercise power 
over them permanently. Dependencies are 
defined as.“ all lands and populations sub- 
ject to the power of a state, but not so related 
to it that they form by common consent an 
integral part of the body and personality of 
the state.”’ They may be regarded as mere 
prolongations of the soil of the state, or as 
states distinct from and external to the 
state. In the former all inherent political 
personality of the dependencies is denied, 
while in the latter the state substitutes itself 
by its own will or contraét, express or im- 
plied, for the intervening personality—which 
may be said to be a state between the state 
and each individual inhabitant of the de- 
pendencies—and exercises within the depend- 
ency the legislative, judicial, and executive 
power in substitution for this personality. 
A ‘state and its dependencies constitute an 
empire, and the central government is the 
imperial state. 

Mr. Snow's conclusions are, in brief, that 
dependencies are essentially states in a per- 
manently contractual (thet.is, federal) re- 
lationship with the state, and that their ad- 
ministration is a kind of governmental work 
which can be best performed through the 
expert branch of the government under the 
superintendence of‘the popular branch. He 
has therefore considered the form which 
expert government must take in order to 
best fulfill the functions and obligations of 
the imperial state... 


~~ 

Then begins the study of his subject. 
Starting from the beginning of the seven- 
teenth century, he has selected out of the 
multitude of acts and documents those which 
have, by the common consent of the actors 


ion concerning the relationship of the state 
to its dependencies and concerning the 
character of its power over them. These 
acts and documents have been studied and 
weighed in the light of modern political sci- 
ence. First he takes up French adminis- 
tration from 1600 to 1787, and English ad- 
ministration from 1584 to 1606, the date of 
the American charter. In the instructions 
of the king to the Virginia counctl, dated 
Nov. 20, 1606, the word “ dispose’ is used 
as describing the power of the king, and 
throughout the public acts of the time this 
word is used in identically the same sense 
as that which attaches to the French word 
“disposer."" This is as of some 
importance in view of the part the word 
dispose’ plays in she constitutional clause 
bearing upon dependencies. Then he analyz- 
es the acts of the imperial councils from 
1606 to 1750, and takes up the American 
constitution of the latter date. ‘ Under 
this constitution Great Britain and the colo- 
nies were member states of a federal em- 
pire, in which Great Britain was the im- 
perial state and central government which 
udicated . 2. . after advising with 
the colonia! agents.” From 1750 te 1765 
problem was of realm or empire, in which 
the stamp act furnished a solution—its op- 
position by the Americans is construed as 
an upholding of the rights of statehood as 
@ component part of the British empire. — 
With the stamp act congress in 1765 Ameri- 
ean precedents begin. American position 
was soon defined: imperial unity wasshaken, 
but the British argument became realm—not 
empire. In 1774 the federal empire was dg- 
fined; tt was declared that Great Britain, as 
a state, was the ‘ delegate or representa- 
tive’ of the colonies, and the latter were de- 
clared to be member states of the British 
federal empire. America’s ultimatum in the 
same year was essentially a demand for the 
restoration of the British federal empire as 
it existed at the close of the war of 1763. 
Then follows a discussion of British proposi- 
tions in 1775 and the final issue in 1775-76. 
The American empire, planned tn 1776 and 
declared in 1778, is treated at length; then 
follow chapters on the dispositive, regula- 
tive, and administrative powers. European, 
British, and American administrations from 
1787 to 1902 are treated, and the volume 
closes with a statement of imperial obliga- 
tions which are imposed upon the American 
union and its people. First he takes up the 
relations of congress, the senate, and the 
president. After an. exceedingly sound dis- 
cussion of the fallibility of our legislative 
and executive departments as regards colo- 
nies, he. advocates the establishment of a 
department for imperial affairs, the head of 
which would be the president's representa- 
tive, and that an advisory council be at- 
tached to the imperial) office. 
The scope of Mr. Snow's work is so broad 
and its ramifications so widely diversified 
that it is out of the question to present in a 
brief review more than a bald synopsis. Suf- 
fice it to say that his book shows a wealth 
of knowledge and a depth of research rarely 
met with, and the reader is happily permit- 
ted to share in the clarity of his vision. 


The Stery of Euclid. . 


The venerable Thomas Smith, now in his eighty- 
fifth year, has written for the World's Epcoh 
Makers series (Charles Scribner's Sons) the volume 
on “* Buclid.’’ There ig little but speculation known 
about Euclid the man, and Prof. Smith briefly 
passes over the biographical chapter to deal with 
geometry before Euclid, Plato and the Platonian 
school, ineolvable problems, neo-Platonism, 
Adelard of Bath, Campanus, early English 
versions, Greek manuscripts, printed editions of 
the work, Legendrs, vernacular versions, devia- 
tions, Descartes, fluxions, the Almagest, optics, 
navigation, the reasoning faculty, Sir William 
Hamilton, logic, etc. It would not seem that the 
subject was one which would make an interesting 
book, Hut treated as Prof. Smith has handled it, 
with his full learning and his happy wit, it must 
be admitted that it is something to read with pleas- 
ure. Of Euclid’s importance to the world he 
says: ‘* On that small book of his as a foundation 
has been reared the magnificent fabric of our 
science, and art,- and enterprise, and commerce,

N “The Squiteen” Shan F. Bullock has 
“given usa fresh and unhackneyed picture , 
of Irish life. The ‘‘whisht’’ and “‘begorra*’

When verbs 
swing in beyond the noun and adverbs follow 
after, they give a flavor of Irish idiom and 
lend a characteristic charm.

The squireen gets into debt, gives up the 
schoolmistrees, whom he loves and respects, 
and goes a-courting poor little Jane Fallon, 
whom he despises because she has some £100 
to her fortune. It séems Incredible in this 
age to read of the bald and brutal bargaining 
between the father and the suitor. The 
family are gathered together, each is accur- 
ately defined, mother and daughters and 
kindred, all eager to be allied to the squir- 
een and his better social position: Nobody 
considers little Jane. The father sits at the, 
Yead of the table, the squireen at the foot. 
The father intent on getting the daughter 
married cheaply. The suitor intent on getting 
the most, if he takes her. The squireen lies 
about his debts, once, twice, thrice, and is 
unas i. The family knows he lies—but 
he-is the Squireen! So the men chaffer and 
roar as if it was market day and they were 
cheapening cattle at the fair. When at last 


thrown in—little Jane comes, poor little 
white faced Jane, and repudiates the bargain 
and says she will not be sold like a heifer! 

The surprise, the fury on all sides shows 
how deep seated is.their belief that they are 
well within their rights, thus to bargain 
away that little quivering creature with a 
soul, men call a girl.

TRAINING OF THE YOUNG. 


The Child of Light Publishing company 
has just issued ‘‘ Child Culture,’’ by Newton 
N. Riddell. The book is composed of a large 
number of little chapters upon such subjects 
as Brain Building,’ The Key to Charac- 
ter,” ‘‘ Tact,”’ “The Rights of Children.” 
In all cases the treatment of the subject mat- 
ter is elementary, and contains many plati- 
tudes, among which are scattered a few 
fresh and practical thoughts. Parents and 
teachers are equally appealed to in the plea 
for development of the child’s positive right- 
eousness instead of the attempt to subjugate 
his faults.

GREAT CUTS RATES ow 
FARM MACHINERY. 
| 
Reduction of 30 Per Cent Announced 
by President Stickney Causes Con- 
sternation Among Officiais ef Other 
Lines, | and a Further Slashing of 
Schedules Is Expected—New Classi- 
fication Table Becomes Effective 
Tomorrow. 


Great consternation was caused among 
western railroad managers and traffic offi- 
cials. by the announcement of the Chicago 
Great Western railway yesterday that ft had 
tpade a reduction of 30 per cent in the rates 
on agricultural implements. 

This action substantiated the fears enter- 
tained by many of the western managers 
that President Stickney of the Chicago Great 
Western would resort to these tactics when 
he found it necessary to secure business for 
his road. 

It. was pointed out in Tue Trraune a few 
days ago that under the Elkins law the roads 
were prevented from paying rebates or mak- 
ing other secret concessions to shippers, but 
that this did not prevent any of the roads, 
when it needed business, to reduce the rates, 
and thus prevent the schedules from being 
kept up to such exorbitant as the big 
railroad systems desired. 


Likely to Cut Other Rates. 

This is Just what Mr. Stickney has done, 
and he is likely to follow it.up with similar 
reductions in rates on other articles, when he 
finds it will bring business to his road. He 
did the same thing a year ago, when he re- 
duced openly ‘the rate on packing house prod- 
ucts from the Missouri river to Chicago from 
23% cents per 100 pounds to 18% cents. It 
was afterwards found he had made contracts 
with the Missouri rive? packers that guar- 
anteed him a large share of their business 
for five years, thus preventing an advance of 
these rates for that lengthoftime. 

While the reduction in rates on agriecul- 
tural implements applies only on the busi- 
ness from St. Paul to the Missouri river, itis 
the opinion that it wil] necessitate a corre- 
sponding reduction in these rates from Chi- 
cago to the Missouri river. Shipments of 
agricultural implements from St. Paul are 
not large,’ but from Chicago and points in 
lilinois they form an important part of the 
business of the roads. 


Excuse Offered by Stickney. 

The excuse made by President Stickney for 
the reduction is that he felt it his duty to 
help a St. Paul manufacturer of agricultur ¢! 
implements who is outside the trust and 
whom the trust was trying to force out of the 
business. The opinion is expressed, how- 
ever, that the rate was reduced to help the 
trust and that it would be found In the end 
that the Chicago Great Western has made a 
long time contract with the large agricul- 
tural tmplement manufacturers, as it did 
with the packing houses. 

As yet no action has been taken by the 
other western roads, but it is understood 
that they will meet.the rate. 


New Rates Effective Tomorrow. 

The revised western classification, which 
goes into effect tomorrow, not only raises 
the class rates but advances’ materially the 
rates on a large number of important com- 
modities. These were taken out of the special 


commodity list and placed into the regular 


classification, which makes a big difference 
in favor of the roads.

No Fear of Elkins Lew. 


Traffic officials of the Central Freight as- 
sociation lines met here yesterday to discuss 
the Elkins law. They conciuded that the 
excitement evinced by the western roads 
was unwarranted and that the amendment 
to the interstate commerce law does not re- 
quire a change in the methods heretofore 
pursued by the eastern roads. 

The perturbation of the western roads 
over the effects of the law, they thought, must 
be due to their knowledge that they have 
not heretofore compiled with the plain pro- 
visions of the interstate commerce act. The 
eastern roads, they concluded, had main- 
tained traffic rates all along, and hence had 
nothing to fear from the Elkins amendment. 


Transportation . Notes. 

Charlies Howard, general manager of the 
Muscatine North and South railroad, run- 
ning from Muscatine, Ia., to Elrick Junction, 
thirty miles south, has been appointed re- 
eeiver of the property. The road was built 
two years ago as a feeder of the Iowa Cen- 
tral. The receiver, it is said, may extend 
the road to Burlington with a view of selling 
it ¢o the Burlington. 

Officers of the Illinois Central say their 
road has not suffered so much as many 
would suppose from the floods in the south.
